Moving quickly to meet the 
Maine Supreme Courts imposed 
expiration of blanket sovereign 
immunity for state and local goy- 
ernment, the Legislature enacted 
‘the Torts Claim Act on Thursday, 
Jan, 27. The action came on the 
last scheduled legislative day pri- 
or to the Court’s Feb, 1 deadline. 

Feilure ta set by the Legisla- 
ture would have left state govern- 
ment and municipalities without 
‘protection against potential suits, 

The Torts Claim Act is being 
viewed as an interim measure to 
allow time for local governments 
to acquire insurance and the Judi- 
ciary Committee, which sponsored 
the pill, to explore other legisia- 
tive alternatives, 

The act extends blanket soy- 
ereign immunity until July 1 of 
this year. This allows local gov- 
ernment five months to acquire 
the necessary: insurance. 

After. that: date incidents in- 
volving: the use of motor vehicles 
and equipment, dangerous condi- 
tions in publie buildings and mun- 
icipal utility services such as wa- 
ter and sewerage will no longer 
be immune from legal proceed- 
ings, 

The insurance companies have 
indicated that ‘such areas are in- 
surable. a re 

The act limits liability for a 
single occurrence to $300,000 in 
order to keep insurance rates at 
a reasonable level, This act will 
remain in effect until Feb. 1, 1979,
